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Content of Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 - 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between 
the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted eiements are the details about 
the active layer and its arrangement in the apparatus. 

Claimsl -3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted structural cooperative relationship is: the location 
of the resonator with respect to the groove. The applicant recites only that the 
groove is extended to the grating layer in a direction in which a resonator of the 
laser device is formed. Therefore the examiner suggests the applicant to specify 
the position of said resonator in order to clarify also the direction of the groove. 

The term "substantially" in claim 3 is a relative term, which renders the claims 
indefinite. The term " substantially" is not defined by the claims, the specification 
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does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary 
skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention.
